THE BATTLE NEAR FU-NING, - 
ae ‘ SHANGHAI, May 28th. 
Concerning. the’ engiugemient that recently 
stook place near Fu-ning, North China, between 
the foreign detachment and the Chinese force, 
the /iji publishes particulars of that engage-- 
ment siid to have been received in a certa 
quarter of Tokyo from a ‘certain, Japanese 
officer who was ‘present on the occasion, 
Having been asked for: reinforceinents, the 
Japanese troops:at Shanhaikwan immediately 
despatched a company, with full equipment. 
The party left Shanhaikwan by’ rail at 7 am. 
on the 2tst of April and after an hour's journey 
ourdetachnient reached on of our military posts, 
whence the party together with the British 
(Indian) and French contingents, qbout 800 
strong in all, marched in the direction of Fue 
ning where the allied force arrived the same 
day after a march of about four miles, but there 
Was no enemy in sight. The following morning 
the expedition proceeded in the direction of 

‘Touying where they came face ‘to face 

the enemy, which was composed of the 
highwaymen and the desertets trom General 
Sung king's troops and whose number was 
estimated at about 1,000 in ally It, was then 
half-past 9 o'clock in the morning, After an 
exchange of hot fire for about’ two hours the 
énemy fled in all directions leaving behind: 
them 3odead on the‘field, while some 50 or 60 
of them were wounded,. On the side of the 
allies the catualtics were five Britishers wound- 
ed, one Frenchoian wounded and two Japanese 
wounded, In this engagement, the line of 
battle on both sides extended for about halfa 
mile and in consequence ‘of the battle having 
been fouglit in an open field it was an interest- 
engagement from a military point of view, and

CHARTS FOR PHILIPPINE. '.

A recent issue of the Mew Press states that 
the U.'S, Coast and Geodetic Survey has made. 
plans for charting the harbours and coast of the 
Philippine islands, It is expected that active 
work will begin this month and that sufficient 
data will be collected before the close of the 
year to mike it practicable to publish charts of 
all the large harbours among the islands.’ 

The work, however, .willnot be confined to 
the most important ports, but many of the 
minor harbours that serve as points of distrib- 
ution for the ‘inter-island. trade’ willsalso be- 
charted. There is'at present little \1ap material 
that.is ofany service in the navigation of these: 
minor ports, though they play an impdrtant 
part in the commerce of the Phi ignines, Inthe 
absence of railroads and good-highways these 
little poris are the collecting paints for the pro- 
ducts of all the surrounding country which 
ment to foreign purchasers, 

‘A considerable number of the: small harbours, 
for example, are known ds “the hemp ports” 
because they are the’ collecting and shipping 
points for this ‘unique article of Philippine com- 
merce. As approaches to these harbours are 
little known, the work of the Coast and Geode- 
tic Survey will be of great usefulness to naviga- 
tion and cammerce. , It will’ also supply 
important information needed for our better 
acquaintance with the geography of the new 
American possessions inthe Orient.
